The Extension Service Press Let­ 
ter, October l l , 
states that among 
Texas 
farm ers the scrub hog o u t­ 
numbers 
the purebred by tw enty- 
one to one, 
or approximately 869,- 
000 to 17,000. 
It is stated th at the 
livestock men of Collin county made 
investigations in 
1922 
concerning 
the economic value of the scrub hog 
with the result th a t they found the 
carcass of the scrub hog to be infer­ 
ior and cost more to produce and yet 
sold annually for four million dollars 
less than an equal num ber of well 
bred hogs wrould have sold for on tho 
market. 
To correct this situation in
